Million Students Enroll 
In L.A. County Schools 


The vanguard of Los Ange¬ 
les County’s huge public 
school enrollment will have 
returned to classes this week 
when school began jor 65,000 
students in 13 districts. 

But for more than a mil¬ 
lion other youngsters the big 
day is Sept. 14 when school 
opens in most of the districts 
of the county, including such 
cities as Los Angeles, Long 
Beach, Pasadena and Sierra 
Madre. 

ACCORDING TO Dr. C. C. 

Trillingham, Los Angeles 
County Superintendent of 
Schools, it is not likely that 
more than three per cent of 
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the youngsters will be in 
part-time sessions although 
enrollment is expected to be 
approximately five per cent 
higher than the previous 
year. The Superintendent 
pointed out that a tremen¬ 
dous building program, sup¬ 
ported by public understand¬ 
ing of the financial needs of 
the schools, has for the past 
several years held the ratio 
of part-time sessions quite 
constant, although growth 
has been phenomenal. He 
pointed out that last year 
this ratio dropped dramati¬ 
cally because of the increased 
building program.

Bird of Paradise Is Easily Grown 


THE BAFFLES 


Set out plants of Stock, Snap.'lfagon, Calendula, 
Iceland Poppy, Pansy and Viola for winter color. 
Fertilize lawns regularly to keep them green, 
healthy and disease resistant. Keep watering 
them deeply. 

Lawns can be started this month. Most frequent 
reason for trouble in this operation is failure to 
keep the seedbed moist; so, be warned!

more deaths throughout the 
country in 1958 than did po¬ 
lio. In that year there were 
more than 400 deaths from 
measles, compared with less 
than 200 from poliomyelitis. 

It was also discovered that 
each year, on a nationwide 
basis, some 1,500 additional 
cases of the disease are se¬ 
vere enough to produce brain 
damage, due to the efefcts of 
the measles virus on the cen¬ 
tral nervous system. 

Although generally con¬ 
sidered a disease of child¬ 
hood, measles may be con¬ 
tracted at any age. During 
1958, 63 of the 2,846 cases 
reported in Los Angeles 
County occurred in persons 
over 20 years of age, the 
oldest patient being in the 
eighties. 

There are about 3.5 mil¬ 
lion cases of measles report¬ 
ed annually in the United 
States. Indeed, the disease 
is so common, and general¬ 
ly so mild, that people take 
little care to avoid it. At 
times, parents even expose 
their children to the infec¬ 
tion in order to get It over 
with, as one attack of the 
disease insures lifelong im¬ 
munity. 

In healthy children over 5 
years of age, an attack of 
tant to call a physician to 
measles is seldom serious. 
In sick children or debili¬ 
tated adults who are not im¬ 
mune or in children under 
5—particularly under 3—the 
disease may give rise to dan¬ 
gerous complications includ¬ 
ing pneumonia, ear infec¬ 
tions, kidney 7 impairment, or 
encephalitis. 

Infants born of mothers 
who have had measles are 
ordinarily immune to the 
disease’ for the first few 
months of life, since protec¬ 
tive substances transmitted 
before birth afford tempo¬ 
rary. protection. After this 
age, however, it is unsafe to 
assume that anyone who has 
never had measles will not 
get it. 

The first symptoms of 
measles usually resemble 
those of a cold and appear 
In about 10 days after ex¬ 
posure to the infection. Fe¬ 
ver, listlessness, cough, up¬ 
set stomach, and red and
